Such details may be stored as 
memories that are not immediately remembered. The unconscious, made up of innate and basic 


desires, greatly affects how we behave. 


Difference between the human brain and mind: 


The brain stores all memories in the 
form of neuron fibers. The brain's physical components are called neuron fibres, and the work 


they do is related to a human's general intelligence. 


In contrast, the mind is related to ways of thinking and feeling, both consciously and 
unconsciously.

brain, there wouldn't be any conscious experience, but the experience cannot be boiled down to
